15—The management of Orient 
Mine No. 2, in which a gas explo- 
sion last night tilled three men 
and slightly mjured two others, 
was warned less than one month 
ago to make more frequent in- 
spections for gas. 

Federal Mine In r H. C. 


Brumbaugh on July 23 reported 
he had detected gas at a number 
of working places in the mint, 
which is classified as a gaseous 
mine. These places vad not been 
marked as dangerous points by the 
company’s examiners, “indicating 
that frequent examinations for 
mtehane were not being made at 
the working faces,” he said. 

When the ion occurred at 
9:30 o'clock (St. Louis time) in 
the mine, which is operated by 
the Chicago, Wilmington & 
Franklin Coal Co., 89 men were 
at work 586 feet under ground. An 
anxious crowd gathered, fearing 
this was the third major disaster 
in the southern [Illinois fields 
within five months, but after two 
hours of suspense, evacuation of 
the mine established that all other 
members of the night crew were 
uninjured. 

List of Dead. 

The dead were Charles H. Clark, 
53 years old, a driller, and Walter 
Clements Jr., 32, and George Fil- 
kins, 46, cutting machine opera- 
tors. All three livéd in West 
Frankfort, which is about 100 
miles southeast of St. Louis. 

The injured, who were treated 
for scratches and bruises and sent 
to their homes at nearby Benton, 
were W. A. Blair and Mike Stin- 
kiewcez, track layers. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter found 
the federal inspector's report, 
dated July 10-23, 1947, posted on a 
bulletin board near the entrance 
to the mine shaft. It read as fol- 
lows:

LONDON, Aug. 15 (AP)—The 
British Press Association reported 
tonight that 118 miners were 
believed to have been killed by an 


explosion in an undersea coal 
mine at Whitehaven,in northwest 
England. 

The blast occurred in the 135- 
year-old William. mine in Cumber- 
land county at the northwest cor- 
ner of England. 

Rescue parties entered the pit 
immediately after the explosion at 
7 p. m., but they have not yet con- 
tacted the miners believed trapped 
and killed. 

The William mine at one time 
extended seven miles upnder Sol- 
way Firth, near the entrance to 
the Irish sea, but its deepest work- 
ings were sealed off three years 
ago after 10 men were killed in 
an explosion. |

surface unhurt, but he said he had 
seen nothing of the other miners. 


More than two hours after the 
explosion rescue workers groping 
through the darkness and smoke 
had found no trace of the miners 
known to be at work in the pit.

15 ARABS KILLED | 
NEAR TEL AVIV IN 
REPRISAL ATTACK 


BY ARMED JEWS 


Men Separated From 
Families in Grove and 
Shot — Children, 


Others Killed When 
House Is Blown Up. * 


JERUSALEM, Aug. 15 (UP)— 
Twenty-five armed Jews attacked 
20 Arab men, women and children 
in an orange grove near Tel Aviv 
early today, lined up the men and 
sprayed them with gunfire, and 
blew up a nearby house, ‘killing 
15 in all. 

One Jew also was killed and 
scores of both factions were 
wounded in the bloodiest flareup 
of the six days of sporadic war- 
fare between them. 

The Government announced that 
11 bodies, including those of four 
children, had been recovered from 
the shambles of the Arab house. 
Four men were shot to death and 
one wounded in the attack in the 
grove. 

The Hagana underground or- 
ganization reported that it car- 
ried out the attack on the Arab 
band at Petah Tikva outside Tel 
Aviv in reprisal for the gunning 
of the Hawaii hut night club at 
Tel Avi¥ Sunday night. It said 
the house which was blown up was 
headquarters for “Arab brigands.” 


(The Associated Press said 
Hagana in a broadcast reported 


it had trailed to the grove an Arab 
“who had led brigand bands in re- 
peated raids on Jewish settle- 
ments,” and shot him along with 
three other Bedouin Arabs, Then 
three explosions leveled his stone 
and steel house, killing his wife, 
four children and two grown sons, 
according to this account. 

(When word of the children’s 
death spread, an Arab spokesman 
in Jaffa declared: “Now watch 
for some Arab reaction.”) 

Attack in Orange Grove. 

The 20 Arabs in the orange 
grove were sitting around a fire 
eating the traditional Ramadan 
meal in preparation for the fast 
starting at dawn. The Jews ap- 
peared from the darkness, sep- 
arated the men from the women 
and children, and opened fire on 
them. 

The women and children fied, 
some into neighboring houses and 
others into the groves. Authori- 
ties said the Jews previously had 
mined the house, which was de- 
molished. 

The Jews drove off in a truck. 
Police arrived hours later to find 
the mined home a shambles, with 
both dead and living members of 
the family buried in the wreckage. 

Soldiers joined police in drag- 
ging out shattered bodies.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP)— 
A United States District Court 
jury today convicted Gerhart 
Eisler, alleged No. 1 Communist 
in the United States, of a charge 
of giving false information on a 
passport application in 1945. 

The charge carries a possible 
sentence of up to five years in 
prison and a maximum fine of 

Sentence was not imme- 
diately pronounced. 

Charged by Judge James Morris 
to consider the case without “sym- 
pathy” or “bias or prejudice,” the 
jury of five women and seven 
men returned its verdict after 
more than two hours of delibera- 
tion. 

The case went to the jury after 
a five-week trial. 

Charges Against Eisler. 

Eisler is charged with fraudu- 
lently concealing that he had Com- 
munist affiliations, used aliases 
and had been in the United States 
previously when he applied in 
September 1945 for a permit to 
return to his native Germany. 

Judge Morris told the jury that 
Eisler could not be found guilty 
unless it found that he made the 
allegedly false statements “with 
the intent to induce and procure 
a departure permit” from the 
State Department. 

The judge earlier ruled out two 


All counts alleged violation of dif- 
ferent federal statutes. 

He said the jury should consider 
only the one alleging violation of 
a wartime act prohibiting a per- 
son from giving: false information 
with the intent to obtain permis- 
sion to leave the country.

Cost of Living Hits Record High, 


The consumers’ price 
June 15 hit 157.1, a record high, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported last night. 


The bureau announced also that 
wholesale prices continued upward 
in the week ended Aug. 9, reach- 
ing a new postwar peak for the 
fourth consecutive week. 


The statisticians figured the 
family food bill increased 1.5 per 
cent between May 15 and June 15, 
and that wholesale food prices 
increased 1.8 per cent in the week 
closed Aug. 9. 

The bureau previously had made 
a preliminary estimate of the con- 
suniérs’ price index, placing it at 
157, It uses the period 1935-39 
as 100 and covers retail prices of 
essential items bought by families 
of moderate incomes in large 
cities.

LAKE SUCCESS, Aug. 15 (AP) 
~The Political Committee of the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission decided by 10 votes 
today that the Soviet Union plan 
for an international control com- 
mission is not adequate as it now 
stands. It left the way open for 
further talks, however. 

The United States, which in- 

sisted repeatedly for a vote, and 
nine other members of the com- 
mittee voted for a Canadian reso- 
lution which was. stubbornly 
fought by Russia. 
No negative vote or abstentions 
were taken, but Russia and Po- 
land were on record officially 
against the proposal. 


Several of the majority said that 
the action did not mean the Soviet 
proposals were rejected. They in- 
sisted that the plan could be taken 
up again whenever the Russians 
brought in additional material 
such as answers t questions 
asked by Britain. 

Andrei A. Gromyko of Russia 
told the committee its adoption of 
the Canadian resolution would 
make “more difficult” the task of 
reaching agreement on an inter- 
national atomic control plan, 
George Ignatieff of Canada said 
the resolution was intended only 
to focus the discussion at this 
stage. Answering Gromyko’s de- 
mand for “point-by-point” talk on 
the Russian proposals, Ignatieff 
said the delegates were asked to 
speak, but none had desired to 
do 80. 

The Canadian resolution stated 


that the committee resolves that 
the Russian control commission 
proposals, submitted June 11, “as 
they now stand’ do not “provide 
an adequate basis for the devel- 
opment by the committee of -spe- 
cific proposals for an effective 
system of international control of 
atomic energy.” 

The generally-opposed Soviet 
proposals provide for an interna- 
tional atomic control commission, 
with powers of international in- 
spection and some limited control 
over atomic research and devel- 
opment. They do not go far 
enough for the American-led ma- 
jori.y, however, and various. dele- 
gations now are trying to get 
Moscow to clarify them and, if 

ble, extend them. 


Joining the United States in the 
vote were Britain, Belgium, 
Brazil, Canada, China, Colombia, 
France, Syria and Australia. 

After the ballot, Richard Miles 
of Britain turned to Gromyko, who 
was sitting beside him, and said: 
“We have not rejected the content 
of the Soviet proposals. We still 
hope the essence of the Soviet 
proposal will be dealt with as 
particular features come up in 
our discussion.” 

Gromyko merely commented 
that he had expressed the Soviet 
view earlier and he had nothing 
to say. .

The new flag, all blue with the 
word Indian and a crown em- 
blazoned in gold, replaced the Un- 
ion Jack over Government House, 
while from the gecretariat build- 
ings across the road flew the new 
tricolor of Indian.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP)— 
The nation’s population has in- 
creased to 141,228,693 on the basis 
of latest estimates—a gain of 
about 9,160,000 since 1940—the Gen- 
sus Bureau reported last night. 

The — figure, which includes 


American troops overseas, com- 
pares with approximately 430,000,- 
000 for China, 414,000,000 for India 
and 193,000,000 for Russia, accord- 
ing to figures announced by the 
State Department. Census Bureau 
officials suggested caution, how- 
ever, in accepting estimates of for- 
eign nations because of war- 
tangled boundaries and disputed 
territorial and population claims. 

The bureau estimates, as of July 
1. 1946, noted that a “great west- 
ward movement” has increased 
the civilian population of Pacific 
Coast states by more than one- 
third since 1940. 

The growth of California, Ore- 
gon and Washington was estimat- 
ed at 3,281,000 in the six-year pe- 
riod, or fairly close to the com- 
bined increase of 3,712,000 for all 
the rest of the country. 

The 9,160,000 figure represents 
the increase of births over deaths 
during the six-year period, the bu- 
reau said. 

The westward trek gave Cali- 
fornia the greatest numerical gain 
—2,485,000. Michigan was next 
with 797,000, Ohio third with 594,- 
000; followed by Washington with 
435,000, Texas 419,000, Ofegon 361,- 
000 and Florida 358,000. 

Missouri’s population was esti- 
mated at 3,776,250, a decrease of 
8414 since 1940. The population of 
Illinois was figured at 8,028,453, 
an increase of 131,212. 

The total civilian population 
rose to 138,394,474, compared with 
the 1940 figure of 131,401,985, or 
an overall gain of 5.3 per cent. 

‘With military personnel, exclud- 
ing those in service overseas, the 
population was estimated at 139,- 
893,406 in the new tabulation. This 
would leave 1,335,287 troops sta- 
tined abroad as of July 1, 1946, al- 
though many have since returned. 

Although births exceeded deaths 
by about 9,160,000 over the coun- 
try, 17 states lost civilian: popula- 
tion. The Census Bureau said 
this was “largely because there 
was a large volume of interstate 
migration. 1 

“Large relative losses“ were re- 
ported for North Dakota, whose 
population declined 16.3 per cent; 
South Dakota, down 14.9 per cent; 
Montana, 14.7 per cent; Idaho, 
10.4 per cent, and Oklahoma 5.2 
per cent.

GREEKS TORTURE SOVIET 
EMPLOYES, MOSCOW SAYS 


Broadcast Asserts Russian Official Has Pro- 
tested to Athens, Hints at Possibility 
of Break in Relations. 


LONDON, Aug. 15 (AP)—The 
Moscow radio charged today that 
Greek authorities have “been ar- 
resting and even subjecting to 


torture persons employed by the 
Soviet embassy” in Athens and 
hinted at the possibility of a 
break in diplomatic relations with 
Greece, 

The radio, quoting a Tass dis- 
patch from Athens, said the Rus- 
sian charge d'affaires there had 
protested to the Greek Govern- 
ment that its actions were in- 
compatible with the maintenance 
of diplomatic relations between 
Greece and the Soviet Union.” 

The dispatch asserted that those 
reported arrests included em- 
ployes of “other Soviet institutions 
in Greece” besides the embassy, 
and added that “persons who 
have commercial ties with the 
trade delegation of the U.S.S.R. 
are subjected to repressions.” 

“Police observation has been es- 
tablished over Soviet official per- 
sons which, for instance in Sa- 
lonika, borders on hooliganism,” 
Tass said. 

“All these and a number of 
other illegal actions of Greek po- 
lice authorities are obviously di- 
rected toward hindering the em- 
bassy of the U.S. S. R., the Soviet

Mountbatten, Governor General of 
India, and Mohammed Ali Jinnah, 
Governor General of Pakistan, 
Truman pledged “firm friendship 
and good will.““ 

“We welcome India’s new and 
enhanced status in the world com- 
munity of sovereign independent 
nations and reaffirm our confi- 
dence that India will take its 
place at the forefront of the na- 
tions of the world in the struggle 
to fashion a society founded in 
mutual trust and respect,” Tru- 
man said in his message to Mount- 
batten.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (UP) 
~Landiords are having trouble 
persuading tenants to agree to the 
“voluntary” 15 per cent rent in- 
creases authorized by the last ses- 
sion of Congress, the Office of 
the Housing Expediter reported 
today. 

The office disclosed that during 
the first five weeic under the new 


housing and rent act the number 
of leases to increase rents filed 
with area rent offices was only 
3.3 per cent of the dwelling units 
under control. 

A survey by area rent offices 
of a limited number of leases 
showed that about one out of 
every four applications for a rent 
increase has been turned down. 
Chief reasons for the rejections 
are the landlord’s desire to termi- 
nate the least before the Dec. 31, 
1948, expiration date, and his ef- 
forts to eliminate services which 
the tenant is entitle. to under 
the “agreement. 

Both landlord and tenant must 
agree before leases are filed for 
approval. The housing office said 
that from July 2 through Aug. 8, 
519,238 leases were submitted. The 
approximate number of dwelling 
units subject to rent control is 
15,700,000. 

The Chicago region led the 
country, with 251,978 leases filed. 
That is 13.3 per cent of the 1,900,- 
000 units under rent control there. 
This region includes Illinois, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, North and 
South Dakota and Wisconsin. 

Next came the Denver region 
with 12,113, or 4.3 per cent of 
285,000 units registered. This area 
includes Colorado, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, New Mexico, Utah and Wyo- 
ming. 

The Dallas area, which includes 
Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas, re- 
ported 30,086 leases filed, or 1.6 
per cent of the 1,860,000 registered 
units, 
Atlanta was lowest with 24,581, 

or 14 per cent of 1,820,000 units 
registered, Georgia, Alabama, Flor- 
ida, Mississippi, North and South 
Carolina, Tennessee and Virginia 
are in this area.

No decisions were reached at 
the conference, Carter said. He 
told reporters afterward that ex- 
perts in the field of smoke pre- 
vention and pollution control 
know very little about means of 
keeping various kinds of dust out 
of the air. 

Carter, who is chairman of a 
committee on air pollution of the 
Smoke Prevention Association of 
America, said engineers do not 
know why dust frequently blan- 
kets industrial cities. Without 
that knowledge. he pointed out, 
means of control cannot be in- 
stituted. 

Urging that St. Louis take the 
lead in eliminating dust by estab- 
lishing a research program, Carter 
said Niagara Falls, N. T., is the 
only city in the United States with 
an air pollution control ordinance. 
Officials there have told him, he 
said, that the wording of the or- 
dinance is so vague as to be vir- 
tually useless. 

Regarding fly ash, which consti- 
tutes only a small portion of the 
‘foreign matter in St. Louis air, he 
said only two plants in the city 
are not complying now with fly 
ash provisions of the smoke ordi- 
nance. Those plants, the Chevro- 


let plant of General Motors Corp. 
and the Ashley Street plant of 

Union Electric Co. of Missouri, are 
instailing equipment to check fly 
ash, he added. 

‘Silica, he said, appears to be a 
major component of air pollution 
here, but nobody knows where it 
comes from. Another kind of for- 
eign matter. cinders, is entirely 
separate from fly ash, Carter 
pointed out. The smoke commis- 
sioner’s office has been working 
with industrial plants here to find 
ways of decreasing the amount of 
cinders in the air. 

A report Carter drew up last 
October recommending such a 
program was made public yes- 
terday. In it, Carter urged that 
an engineer be hired for one 
year with the specific duty of 
studying St. Louis air. Residents 
of South St. Louis have been 
deluged for years with fly ash and 
dust, 

He pointed out that before at- 
tacking the problem of pollution, 
it would be necessary to find out 
what percentage of the foreign 
matter is fly ash and what per- 
centage is dust, and to determine 
the sources of the pollution. Air 
pollution, he pointed out, is a sep- 
arate problem from smoke, but he 
recommended that the research 
be carried out under the smoke 
commissioner's office. 

The research program Carter 
has in mind would include taking 
of daily atmospheric dust counts 
and: correlation of these with 
meteorological data, such as tem- 
perature, wind velocity, wind di- 
rection, precipitation and the like. 
It also would include sampling of 
the atmosphere to determine types 
of dust found there and sources 
of emission.

DROP IN FOOD PRICES 
UNLIKELY THIS YEAR 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP)— 
The Department of Agriculture, 
which forecast in March that food 
prices would drop later this year, 
sees scant hope now that they will. 

Reporting last night on national 
food supply prospects, the depart- 
ment said prices as a whole are 
“not expected to change much” in 
the months immediately ahead. 

The March forecast of a 15 to 
20 per cent drop in the wholesale 
level from last Jan. 1 was based 
upon a belief of some Government 
economists at that time that the 
country would undergo a down- 
turn in business activity. As yet, 
there has been no significant 
change in business conditions. 

Civilian per capita food con- 
sumption in the United States 
this year is now estimated to be 
about 17 per cent above the aver- 
age for 1935-39. 

The department said that in the 
next three or four months “some- 
what lower“ prices may be ex- 
pected’ for, fresh and processed 
fruits, dry beans and peas as well 
as meats; somewhat higher prices 
for dairy products, potatoes and 


eggs. : 

It said there will be some sea- 
sonal changés in food supplies. 
The consumption ef eggs, fluid 
milk and cream and butter is 
likely to decline from the rate 
of the last few months. 

Some increases are expected in 
the supply of meats, canned fish, 
turkey, potatoes, dry beans and 
peas and rice, 

These foods are expected to be 
relatively plentiful during the 
next few months: Fresh oranges 
and lemons, canned citrus juices 
and segments, canned tomato 
juice, beets, carrots, sauerkraut, 
cottage cheese and peanut butter.

pressure was being put on the

Mitchell said he was first ap- 
proached on behalf of gamblers 
early in 1945, shortly after he took 
office, by a county political leader. 
“He sympathized with my requests 
to the County Board of Supervisors 
for funds to hire an assistant, and 
ssid I could get what I wanted by 
going along with county gam- 
bling,” Mitchell stated. “He said 
he wanted dice games going and 
some other things.” 

“When I told him I did not in- 
tend to operate in that manner he 
replied, ‘Oh, but you will.’ I per- 
sisted in my refusal and he left 
with the suggestion that I give 
the matter a few days thought. He 
telephoned several days later and 
asked if I had changed my mind. 
When told I had not he said ‘very 
well,“ and hung up.” 

Due to lack of investigators and 


assistants and the refusal of Sher- 
iff James S. Pritchard to conduct 
raids without a search warrant, 
Mitchell said he has been unable to 
stamp out gambling in the county, 
although he and a constable have 
made 10 to 15 raids on dice games, 
These activities have aroused tav- 
ern operators running backroom 
dice games and one of them threat- 
ened to ‘whip’ Mitchell. 

Two known handbooks are oper- 
ating in the county, Mitchell re- 
lated.

Isserman, pictured the defendant 
as a man “who was caught in the 
sweep of history” and who should 
receive “commendation rather 
than condemnation” for his fight 
against Hitler. 

„If he (Eisler) is involved in 
any technical violation of the law 
he should be forvine,” Isserman 
said. “Surely, we have enough 
humanity for that.” 

Isserman argued that Eisler did 
not lie, but withheld- information 
to protect Americans who helped 
him smuggle aid from the United 
States to Europe during the Ger- 
man underground fight against 
Hitler in the mid-1930s. 

After the verdict, Eisler told a 
reporter that “in the present po- 
litical atmosphere, I did not ex- 
pect any other outcome in Wash- 
ington.”

“In view of unofficial statements 
and groundless rumors circulating 
regarding the recent disturbances, 
it is felt necessary to state of- 
ficially that there is no reason 
whatever to suppose that the riots 
are part of a concerted plan or 
anything more serious than dis- 
connected incidents, confined to a 
limited area where Arabs and 
Jews live side by side. 

“Steps to deal with the disturb- 
ances have been taken, a curfew 
imposed, considerable patroling 
both mobile and foot continues, 
and an adequate body of troops is 
supporting the police.” 

Jamal Husseini, chairman of the 
Arab higher committee, was due 
back from Cairo tonight. He was 
believed to be carrying a message 
from the exiled Grand Mufti, Haj 
Amin EI Husseini, urging the 
Arabs not to let themselves be 
drawn into racial strife before 
Arab leaders give the signal. 
Thousands of Arabs congregated 
at mosques throughout Palestine 
to say Ramadan prayers. The 30- 
day dawn to dusk Ramadan fast 
was due to end Sunday. 


British military police in pre- 
dawn raids arrested 81 Jews in 
Nathanya, where the Jewish un- 
derground recently killed two Brit- 
ish hostages. 

At Nahariya, near the Syrian 
border, a bomb was hurled from a 
speeding truck, It rolled into Brit- 
ish army huts, but did not ex- 
plode. 

The British, meanwhile, an- 
nounced that the dusk-to-dawn 
curfew in Jerusalem would end to- 
night. 


All day yesterday, Arabs hiding 
in orange groves in a no-man's- 
land between Tel Aviv and Jaffa 
sniped at Jews, and occasionally 
made forays for face-to-face en- 
counters. In all, three Jews and 
one Arab were killed and 25 per- 
sons injured yesterday. 

The British formally notified 
the Jewish Agency, which official- 
ly represents -Palestine’s Jews, 
that they no longer would bear 
the expense of transporting Jews 
from Cyprus to Palestine when the 
quota system permits the Jews to 
enter the Holy Land legally. Here- 
after, the British announced, Jews 
would have to pay. The Jews on 
Cyprus were interned there after 
the British caught them trying to 
enter Palestine without British

PEPPER SUCESTS 
LABOR CHAMPION 
RUN WITHTRUMAN 


Says Executive Will Pick 
Vice Presidential Nomi- 
nee, Can’t Team With 
Wallace. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP)— 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
predicting that President Truman 
will hand-pick the Democratie vice 
Presidential nominee, suggested 
today that he choose “a cham- 
pion of the working man.” 

Pepper told a reporter, how- 
ever, he doesn't believe Henry A. 
Wallace and Truman could “pull 
together as a team.” Therefore, 


Pepper said he is not proposing 
Wallace for the No, 2 spot, despite 
the former Vice President's strong 
support of organized labor’s view- 
point. 

“I think Mr. Wallace can ren- 
der his best service by continuing 
to be a private citizen who speaks 
his mind freely,” Pepper said. 

Pepper said he had no doubt 
that the convention would accept 
Truman's choice. That happened 
in 1944 when the late President 
Roosevelt cast Wallace adrift and 
chose Truman. Pepper said. 


Pepper's Idea of Candidate. 


+ “T think the President ought to 
pick somebody who subscribes as 
completely as possible to the views 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt,” he con- 
tinued. “He ought to be someone 
who can command not only the 
strong but the enthusiastic sup- 
port of organized labor and the 
working people in general.” 

Wallace, who was fired as Sec- 
retary of Commerce in a disagree- 
ment with the President over for- 
eign policies last September, has 
paid he is not interested in the 
vice presidential nomination. 
There are indications, however, 
that Wallace expected Pepper's 
support in any fight Wallace might 
make against Truman's renomina- 
tion. 


Pepper killed any such hope 
with his assertion after a White 
House visit yesterday that the 
President should be and will be 
nominated and should be and will 
be elected.”

A statue of former presidential 
candidate William Jennings Bry- 
an, dead 22 years, was the center 
of.a controversy in Nebraska’s 
Capital today. 

An eight-foot statue of the 
Great Commoner is scheduled to 
be dedicated at the main entrance 
to. Nebraska’s skyscraper Capitol 
Building Sept. 1. 

Protests were submitted to the 
Governor yesterday, however, by 
the Nebraska Architects’ Associa- 
tion and the Nebraska Art Asso- 
ciation. 

“We certainly have no objection 
to a statue honoring William Jen- 
nings Bryan,” said Ben F. Hemp- 
hill, Lincoln architect, but we 
can’t agree to the placing of a 
state of him, or anyone else, 
smack in the middle of the main 
entrance to our state capitol.” 

“The powerful, magnificent 
splendor of the Nebraska capitol 
will be out of architectural pro- 
portion to an eight-foot statue of 
Bryan on a six-foot base,“ ab- 
served Linus Burr Smith, chair- 
man.of the University of Nebras- 
ka department of architecture, He 
suggested the statue be placed 
elsewhere on the capitol grounds; 

“Most of the critics have been 
anti-Bryan most of their lives,” 
replied W. Bruce Shurtleff, cha tr- 
man of the Bryan Memorial Com- 
mission. Some of the critics, he 
said, “would like to see the statue 
ditched in Salt creek,” a local 
stream.

Superintendent’s Statement, 

John Rodenbush of West Frank- 
fort, general superintendent of Ori- 
ent mines No. 1 and No. 2 here, 
said the places where the federal 
mine inspector found gas were 
three-quarters of a mile from the 
place where the explosion oc- 
curred, 

“Gas was cleaned out of Orient 
No. 2.“ he said, “the day the fed- 
eral inspector made his report. 
We put up lime curtains in the 
entry to split the air and clean 
out the gas.” 

Lime curtains are hung vertical- 
ly in the center of a shaft, per- 
mitting air to be forced down 
one side of the shaft and up the 
other, it was explained. 

The gas found by the federal 
inspector, Rodenbush said, was in 
amall pockets or in holes in the 
roof of the shaft. The reason 
the holes were not “dangered off,” 
Rodenbush said, was “because our 
own inspectors failed to discover 
gas in those small holes.” 

How Gas Warning Is Made. 

He explained it was the com- 
pany's practice to mark a danger- 
ous ares by placing a board 
across the underground railroad 
tracks. On the board the word 
“gas” in written in white paint. 

The mine employs 13 inspectors 
of its own, who ke inspections 
for gas at all times. 

“At midnight each night,” Ro- 
denbush said, “we inspect the’ 
areas where the men are going 
to work. If gas ic found, work 
in that aren is suspended until 
the gas is cleared out.” In addi-

he said, the man in charge of 
each loading machine tests for gas 
while the men are at work. 

“The federal inspector knows we 
make our own inspections each 
day,” he said, “and he made his 
report of complaints just to keep 
us on our toes.” 

Concerning the state inspector's 
report that haulage ways were 
dirty and certain entries were 
closed off with cloth rather than 
lumber, Rodenbush said the con- 
ditions were corrected the day 
the report was made. 

“We ffllow up each state and 
federal report with a report to 
state and federal officials about 
what we have done about their 
complaints,“ he added. 

Mine Superintendent John Fos- 
ter, acknowledging the explosion 
was due to gas, said: “You go 
along all right, but every once in 
a while something slips up. We 
try to keep gas out, and we've 
been pretty successful for 25 
years.” ‘ 

Arlie Cook, night mine manager, 
said last night’s explosion was 
confined to an area about five 
miles from the shaft. Only seven 
men were working in this section. 

The company's mine examiners 
tested for gas at every working 
face yesterday morning and 
found no gas, the manager stated. 

“There was very little fire,” 
Cook said. “Rock dust took care 
of that. We rock dust continu- 
ously — almost daily — and that 
saved the other men.” 

Spraying of rock dust is re- 
quired by state law. When dis- 


a curtain of fine particles into 
the air, which serves to smother. 
the explosion and prevent it from 
spreading. 

In the gas explosion which killed 
27 men last July 24 at the Old Ben 
Coal Corp. Mine No. 8 here, rock 
dust was credited with localizing 
the blast and saving the lives of 
237 other workers. In the Cen- 
tralia Coal Co, disaster which took 
111 lives last March 25, spread of 
a coal dust explosion through the 
entire mine was attributed to 
grossly inadequate rock dusting.

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Vienna Plant Taken as 
German Asset and of 
Concern Only to Rus- 
sia, Reply Says. 


VIENNA, Aug. 15 (AP)—Ameri- 
can and British protests against 
Soviet seizure of Vienna’s Lobau 
oil refinery were rejected yestér- 
day by Gen. V. V. Kurasov, Rus- 
sian high commissioner for 
Austria, on the ground it was a 


German asset in the Russian zone 
and of eoncern only to the 
U.S. S. R. 

Kurasov denied the Allled Con- 
t- ol Commission had any author- 
ity regarding the Lobau plant and 
denied military force was em- 
ployed in taking over the proper- 
tles, which the Russians seized 
completely on Aug. 5. 

American oil interests here said 
they had affidavits from workmen 
that three truckloads of soldiers 
aided in seizing the plant. 

The plant, which is hooked up 
to the Zisterdorf oil fields, was 
owned by a German-incorporated 
subsidiary of Socony Vacuum Oil 
Co. and Anglo-Saxon (Shell) Pe- 
troleum, Ltd. 

Last week Sir George Rendel, 
British member of the Austrian 
peace treaty eommission, charged 
that the seizure was “clearly an 
attempt to jump a claim.” The 
British protest received the “un- 
qualified support” of the United 
States State Department. 

During the session Kurasov re- 
jected for the second time a 
United States offer to distribute 
food in the Soviet zone of Austria 
under American supervision, on 
the ground that such a plan men- 
aced the “independence and sov- 
ereignty” of Austria. 

The British and French high 
commissioners accepted the offer 
for their zones. 


HEARING ENDS ON DISPUTE 
OF TWO LACLEDE GAS UNIONS 


Testimony was conchided yester- 
day in a hearing by Harry Carl- 
son, trial examiner for the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board, of a 
dispute between two unions over 
the right to represent employes of 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. Rec- 
ords of the two-day hearings will 
be forwarded to NLRB offices in 
Washington for a decision in the 
case. 

The dispute arose out of the 
claim of representatives of Local 
148 of the AFL International 
Union of Operating Engineers 
that it should continue to repre- 
sent employes who worked for the 
St. Louis County Gas Co, at the 
time it was absorbed by Laclede. 

he latter firm has a closed shop 
contract with Local 6 of the CIO 
United Gas, Coke and Chemical 
Workers’ Union. Approximately 
300 employes who are members of 
the AFL ‘local would be required 
to join the CIO local if the lat- 
ter’s contract were upheld, union 
officers said. 

Representatives and members of 
the AF'L group testified yesterday 
that high pressure mains are 
used in St. Louls county, and re- 
qutre a higher degree of skill on 
the part of workmen than do the 
low pressure mains in the city. 
In addition, they contended, mem- 
bers of the AFL local would lose 
a number of benefits provided by 
their union if the local were dis- 
solved as a result of an order for 
the members to be represented by 
the CIO local.

OPES of Koreans for their first independence in 40 years and 
their first democracy in history have been all but exploded again 
for the second time since World War II ended. 

The American-Soviet joint commission is still meeting and talk- 


ing. Actually, it is just going through the motions. 


Officials. admit 


the negotiations have collapsed, just as they did in May 1946. 


(Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall in an Aug. 11 letter to 
Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov deplored the continued 
stalemate on Korea. He asked 
for a report by Aug. 21 on the 
Soviet views as to what is pre- 
venting the commission from 
making progress. He said the 
deadlock was “a matter of great 
concern to the United States Gov- 
ernment.”) 

This time the Americans may 
not get out on a public-opinion 
limb by asking adjournment. In 
a few weeks they may be sitting 
in session and readi novels— 
but they'll probably sitting. 
Meantime, they are building a 
damning record to show that the 
Russians will agree to nothing 
except Soviet domination. 


Part of Continent at Stake. 
Behind this there is a game of 
poker going on. The stakes are 
whether the United States can be 
maneuvered into pulling out and 
abandoning Korea—and the do- 

main of East Asla— to the Rus- 
sians. 

The deadlock this time is over 
the same issue as last year’s stale- 
mate—whether all or merely the 
pro-Soviet Koreans shall have 
- gome say in setting up the prom- 

ised new Korean Government. 

I find that after two yearg we 
haven’t even agreed on which 
Koreans we'll even talk to about 
establishing a provisional govern- 
ment. 

The Koreans are bitter and re- 
sentfwl. Their attitude is: “A 
plague on both your houses; get 
out and let us have our country. 
We're supposed to be a liberated 
country, but we're still occupied 
by two opposing Allied powers.” 


Charges 

Tt isn’t quite that simple. The 
Russians have completely Soviet- 
ized North Korea tnto a satellite 
police state, just as they did the 
nations of Eastern Europe. They 
have trained a Red-controlled 
army of 150,000 in their zone. 
Communists have infiltrated heav- 
ily into South Korea, the United 

States zone. 

The Cairo Conference promised 
Korea independence “in due 
course” after surrender. The free- 
dom-hungry Koreans took that to 
mean a “fgw days” after Japan 
surrende 

Then the Moscow agreement of 


December 1945 really messed ish 


things up. It said America and 
Russia would partition Korea for 
a. period (up to five years) of 
trusteeship while the Koreans 
learned to rule themselves. 

Protectorate to “T p.” 

The “Irish of the Orient” p 
tested violently. Japan had ruled 
them as a siave nation for 40 
years under a “protectorate.” To 
them, “trusteeship” meant the 
same thing. 

Communists jumped on the 

wagon and announced a 

huge demonstration against trus- 
teeskip. Next day the party line 
changed and they demonstrated 
in favor of trusteeship. Since then, 
p has been the front 
behind which negotiations have 
been steadily stalled. The quick 
switch also made it necessary for 
the Communists to drop the name 
and operate as “peoples’ front” 
» groups. 
The Communists by their 
switchover became about the 
only Korean group not fighting 
‘the Moscow agreement. Rightist 
and moderate groups, comprising 
about 60 per cent of the popula- 
tion, are bitterly against it. 
| Russian, U.S. Attitudes. 
Dy insisting that no Korean 
‘who had opposed trusteeship be 
permitted even to consult on 
forming the new government, the 
Russians in effect demand that 
no one except pro-Soviets have 
any part in it. This they have 
already done in the Russian zone. 
There is no recognized Right or 
Center party there—none but the 
Communist front parties. 

The Americans want to let 
everybody—a total of 460 dif- 
ferent groups—participate. They 
would exclude only those who 
tried to disrupt the independence 
program after it went into effect. 

The powers split over this issue 
last year. Belief that Russia had 
agreed to the more democratic 
plan brought a resumption of the 
Joint Commission meetings last 
May. Now the negotiations are 
hung high and dry again over 
the same issue. 

Fear of Red Revolution. 

Fears of a full-scale, Commu- 
nist-inspired revolution are being 
expressed. 

A copy of a Master Plan“ for 


a succession of steps leading to Za! 


seizure of the country by force is 
said to have fallen into the hands 
of the American occupation au- 
therities. Riots, assassinations and 
other violence which have wracked 
Korea are said to fit into the 
plan. 

United States leaders in this 
occupied capital do not hide 
their concern. They say the situa- 
tion is “serious,” but they make 
no predictions. 

A high American officer recent- 
ly went into the Russian zone on 
efficial business. 

“We stopped a Korean to ask 
Sirections,” he related, “When he 


started to get into the car to 
‘show us, a policeman arrested 
him and took him away, despite 
my protests, 

“We passed three women on 
the street. I don’t think they even 
smiled or spoke to us. But a 
policeman marched them off 
down an alley. 

“Finally, at another stop, a 
policeman forced my Korean in- 
terpreter out of the car. Over my 
emphatic protests, he was insikt- 
ing on taking him to jail until 
I found a Russian officer and 
got him to stop. There is no 
doubt about the absolute police- 
state control of North Korea.” 

One of the Russians’ first steps 
here, as in some Balkan coun- 
tries, was to train and equip a 
large North Korean Army. Latest 
estimate is 150,000 trained troops, 
with reports this may be increased 
to 500,000. 

Combat Training Charged. 

There are widespread reports 
—and charges by Chinese Nation- 
alists—that these troops are being 
— combat training with the 

mmunist armies fighting in 
Manchuria. One report from a re- 
liable source said 60,000 are now 
so engaged. 

One high authority said it is 
not likely that this army would 
openly participate in a revolution 
while American and Russian 
armies still officially occupy Ko- 
rea. “That would amount to open 
Russian aggression,” he explained. 

So the mmunists are concen- 
trating on propaganda, their huge 
fifth column and steady infiltra~- 
tion. This centers around the 
deadlock in the joint commission 
planning Korea’s freedom. It is 
spearheaded by active political 
front organizations.

Particularly in thig year of great 
shortages, other matters are more 
urgently discussed in many of 
India’s 700,000 villages. 

The typical Indian villager is 
one of the poorest men in the 
world, He supports his family 
primitively for perhaps a dollar a 
month. ° 

To him in August, 1947, the im- 
portant questions are whether 
there will be enough food to last 
through the winter, and when 
cloth will be obtainable, and kero- 
sene and tea cheaper. 
From the village well, India’s 
council halls look a vast distance 
away. 

The well is the center of Indian 
village life. Here, in the daytime, 
women gather to draw, water and 
exchange gossip. In the evening

They talk of crops, of market 
prices, of pet peeves, the money- 
lender, and of big outside events, 
read to them from the weekly 
newspaper by literate shopkeeper 
or teacher. 
Around the well the villagers’ 
houses are grouped. Mostly made

Two Meals a Day. 
In bad years, the earthen stove 
in eagh house is lit just once 4 
day, and even in prosperous sea- 
sons most village families eat only 
two meals.

If eight men in a hundred can 
read and write, the village is pro-

Public and personal health and 
sanitation are equally backward.

Thanks to primitive agricultural 
practices, the peasant finds diffi- 
culty in producing enough to keep 
his family fed or to help feed his 
country, 

Hardly anything beyond the 

bare necessities of life has yet 
been introduced to village life. 
While their brothers in the. cities 
are learning to speed business 
with air travel, peasants remain 
in the . bullock-cart age. N 
Progress can be expected to 
come slowly. Too many millions 
of people are involved for quick 
cheap, easy remedies. Many peas- 
ants are, meanwhile, getting im- 
patient, and anti-landlord agita- 
tions grow more common.

Jose A. Bramuglia, told a press 
conference on Aug. 8 that Argen- 
tina would accept the majority de- 
cision on how. decisions should be 
taken in matters affecting the 
common defense of the hemi- 
sphere. 

Previously Argentina had been 
holding out for unanimous deci- 
sions—which meant an Argentine 
veto. Now Argentina will, it 
seems, accept the two-thirds deci- 
sion favored by most of the other 
powers. A major obstacle to a 
smooth - working defense agree- 
ment has thus been swept away. 

However, it is unlikely that the 
military discussions which must 
implement the defense pact will 
be taken up at Rio. These seem 
likely to be deferred until the 
ninth Pan-American conference at 
Bogota next January. The reason 
is, it is hinted in well-informed 
circles, also an Argentine matter. 

The present Argentine govern- 
ment has shown a tendency to act 
as an arms supplier and arms 
broker for other South American 
states. Enjoying a favorable finan- 
cial and exchange position, and 
able to export considerable quan- 
tities of foodstuffs, Argentina is 
easily able to buy weapons from 
Britain, Sweden, Switzerland, Bel- 
gium and other European coun- 
tries.

‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We paid more than a million dollars 
for a modernized Constitution and an- 
other half-million on enabling acts to 
put ft into operation. 

For years failure to control expendi- 
tures were decried as an inherent weak- 
ness in the existing horse-and-buggy 
‘Constitution which would immediately 
doe resolved by placing gil administrative 
Muties under direct control of the chief 
executive. 

This the new Constitution did, and the 
Bixty-third General Assembly in a long 
and costly session enacted a set of laws 
which are truly a marvel in integration 
of expenditure controls. Step by step 
they set up—in no uncertain language 
—all the authority necessary for perfect 
budget control and handling of finances 
‘within the basic provisions. All that is 
needed is strict compliance with their 
‘provisions and Missouri would have an 
‘outstanding fiscal policy. 

I have just made a spot check of the 
operations dt the fiscal offices for the 
1946-47 period and state without reserva-~ 
tion—or prejudice—that never in Mis- 
souri’s history has so little attention 
been paid to constitutional and statu- 
tory provisions and to ordinary account- 
ing practices, common sense and regard 
for the fiscal welfare of the state as 
during that period. 

Constitutional and statutory provi- 
sions respecting authorization for con- 
tracting obligations, time limits on in- 
curring obligations and on issuing war- 
Yants in payment of obligations, pur- 
poses of appropriation and other basic 
requirements are simply disregarded 
when they conflict in any way with the 
high-wide-and-handsome spending policy 
which obtains.

India’s Joy and Sorrow 


India is free, and Pakistan is created free, 


but they and the world with them are hard put 


to find rejoicing in what should be an occasion 
for rejoicing. 

Britain has done a magnificent thing in grant- 
ing the subcontinent independence now within 
the British commonwealth and liberty to choose 
complete independence after next June 30. Here 
is a landmark in the history of the free spirit 
of man. It is a deplorable anomaly that a birth 
of freedom is also a time of mourning—-for the 
civil war that rages between Hindu and Moslem 
in Lahore, Amritsar and Calcutta; for the par- 
tition of India; for the creation of a new state 
out of the prejudices of race and religion. 

India has gone forward but it has gone back- 
ward, too. It has gained politically, but lost 
economically and spiritually. It has lost eco- 
nomically. by partition, which separates its inter- 
dependent agriculture and industry. Hindu India 
and Pakistan are less independent of Britain for 
military protection than a united India was 
even as a colony, and it is far from a certainty 
that these two half-nations can be nn. 
ing. 

Spiritually India has lost by setting up a new 
state, Pakistan, affirming and giving perma- 
nence to the gulf of prejudice between Moslem 


and Hindu. Governor General Jinnah's state 


ment that his government will foster racial and 
religious tolerance is a strange pledge for the 
head of a state conceived and born in intoler- 
ance. 

To India, nevertheless, the freedom-hungry 
countries of the East will look for hope and 
precedent and guidance. Their expectations have 
already been in part betrayed by India’s choice 
of partition; but though imperfect, India is the 
best symbol of their aspirations. 

Self-government, the most precious heritage, 
is in the hands of those who hold the newest 
freedom, The leaders of Hindu India and 
Pakistan dare not fail their people or the peo- 
ples who follow them toward self-government, 
To succeed either for themselves or for the 
others, they will have to be led by a sense of 
responsibility to root out religious and racial in- 
tolerance and reunite their country. Their 
solemn aim should be India free and indivisible. 
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Arbitration’s High Cost 


It looks like a case of peace at any price— 
that $45,000 in arbitrators’ fees for settlement of 
the Public Service Co. wage dispute. The Public 
Service Co. and Local 788 of the AFL operators’ 
union already had paid out $18,316 to an arbi- 
trator who didn't arbitrate successfully. He was 
Rodowe H. Abeken, and he charged $10,000 for 
the first 60 hours of work and $150 a day there- 
after. The union and the company must split 
the cost. 

Now $15,000 apiece will go to Joseph F. Hol- 
land, Judge Lyon Anderson of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals and Circuit Judge Frank 
Hollingsworth, They began rehearings on the 
case July 3 and will make an award within a 
few days. For a month and a half of intermit- 
tent effort, $15,000 is very, very nice pay— 
and apparently one can get it. 

It looks even better by contrast. A Court of 
Appeals* judge is paid $10,500 a year and the 
top for circuit judges ts $9000. Justices of the 
United States Supreme Court make $25,000. A 
Congressman receives just $12,500. These sal- 
aries are for a year’s steady effort, and $15,000 
for a month or so makes them all look: like 
chicken feed. 

The fees paid in the streetcar case seem 
pretty stiff, even by professional arbitrators’ 
standards. Fees average about $200 a day and 
any professional who charges $100 is consid- 
ered a cutthroat competitor. . 

Admittedly arbitration is a civilized way to 
settle disputes, but it takes a healthy pocketbook 
to be so civilized. Small firms and unions can- 
not afford it. Even among strong organizations, 
the high cost of arbitration is a growing dis- 
couragement, 

Some labor pubes propose federal labor 

courts to make arbitration accessible to all. 
Peaceful settlement of labor disputes is neces- 
sary to the economic life of the country, and if 
high costs make arbitration less and less prac- 


tieable, some kind of legislation will be re- 


quired. Right now the traffic is groaning under 


the tariff. 
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To Ease the Loan 


In making its $3,750,000,000 loan to Britain 
last summer, the United States imposed some 
conditions which are proving bad in practice. 

As the price of making the loan, the United 
States required that the blocking of in 
pound sterling must be stopped and that pounds 
be made freely convertible into dollars in cur- 
rent international transactions. That is, Britain 
could no longer buy bacon from Canada or but- 
ter from Denmark, prescribing that the pounds 
given in payment should not be exchanged for 
dollars but should be used only to buy goods 
in the “sterling bloc.” 

Free convertibility of dollar and sterling ex- 


„* 


change is highly desirable, of course, as a long- 


range objective. Currencies blocked even to a 
mild degree discourage the free flow of trade. 

But free convertibility is a hard condition to 
impose upon a Britain in the throes of an eco- 
nomic crisis, caused by the war, by internal 
social and political changes, and by the sacri- 
fice of imperial advantages in India and other 
parts of the Empire. As Prime Minister Attlee 
pointed out last week, a multilateral trade sys- 
tem cannot be made to work unless the partici- 
pating nations have adeqwate finances. It is a 
severe strain for Britain not to be able to trade 
with the dominions on a pound rather than a 
dollar basis. 

Besides the convertibility clause, Britain was 
required to pledge not to reduce imports from 
the United States without making comparable 
reductions in purchases from other countries. 
This is in direct conflict with the British Gov- 
ernment’s desire to conserve dollar exchange 
and postpone the need for a new loan. 

Since the “loan” or “loans” probably never 
will be repaid anyway, it is to America’s interest 
to let the money be spent where it will go the 
furthest. This will reduce the amount of the 
advances we are called on to make. 

Furthermore, Britain’s purchases here are one 
of the reasons for the steep and disturbing rises 


* 


in our price structure. This pressure can be 
relieved somewhat by revising tht rules so that 
Britain can fill more of its needs in other mar- 
kets. 
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Another Act of Cod“? 

When 27 men were killed in a gas explosion 
in a coal mine at West Frankfort, III., three 
weeks ago, Harold L. Walker, State Director of 
Mines, termed it unavoidable and “an act of 
God.” Last night three more miners were killed 
at West Frankfort, across town ftom the previous 
accident, and Mr. Walker says it was “probably a 
local gas explosion.” Also, in his book, it pre- 
sumably went down as another “act of God.” 

Director Walker has come to the defense of 
the mine operators in the new explosion, just 
as he did in the disaster three weeks ago. He 
says for safety measures this is a model mine, 

But the United States Bureau of Mines has a 

different story. 
inspectors called attention to especially gassy 

areas of the mine and asked that they be marked 
off, but the direction was ignored. 

In less than five months 141 Illinois miners 
have been killed in three explosions. It is time 


For the complacency to cease. 


Instead of accepting accumulations of gas and 
their fatal explosion as unpreventable, let's hear 
some talk about better supervision of the flow 
of air into the mines, more careful construction 
of brattices to direct the flow where it is needed, 
doors to seal off worked-out portions of the 
mines, and—above all—greater use of gauges 
to let miners and management know when gas 
rises above the danger point. 

The man to start the discussion is Mr. Walker 
himself, and he should be prodded along by 
union leaders, especially Hugh ‘White, state 
president of the U. M. W. A. These accidents are 
a reproach to the coal industry, to the safety 


committees of the union and to the State of 


IIHinois. 

To stop them will require a clean break with 
the criminally inhuman attitude expressed at 
the time of the previous West Frankfort explo- 
sion that removal of - the causes would be un- 
economic.”

The new information about the United States 
is in a variety of fields. Thus, the other day, 
a Russian writer claimed that we had foully 
and cravenly suppressed Mark Twain's writings 
against imperialism. 

On V-E Day; the theme from Moscow was 
that the Soviet Army had won the European 
war singlehandedly. And, of course, Russia won 
the war against Japan, and took only six days 
to do 30. 

Soledonikev, a Russian writer, deeply regrets 
the inferiority of American culture compared 
to the Soviet brand, and finds that the Ameri- 
can people live in a state of ‘unspeakable moral 
degradation under the corroding influence of 
the almighty dollar.

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Suspicion in n Franklin County 


Renewing his one-man battle with the powers 


that rule Franklin County, Illinois, State’s At- 
torney J. Max Mitchell says that a political 
leader offered him $18,000 a year and an as- 
sistant attorney if he would “go along with gam- 
bling” in the county. 

This charge is serious in the extreme. So is 
his accusation, first made last January, that 
members of the County Board of Supervisors 
wrongfully took profit for themselves and their 
cronies in the resale of property seized for 
taxes—at a loss of $500,000 to taxpayers. His 
other charges include a contention that inter- 
ests in oil wells were assigned to former city 
officials of West Frankfort, presumably in re- 
turn for favors expected or already rendered.

Britain has done the impossible in India, concluding her long rule 
with the good wishes of all Asia, writer says; it is a triumph for 
the Labor Government; but the chief prize should go to Mohandas 
Gandhi, who has made an almost bloodless revolution possible.” 


George Catlin, English Political Scientist, in the Weekly, Human Events 


The British Raj in India comes to an 
end today. A chapter of history which be- 
gan with Charles IL and Clive and Warren 
Hastings has been finished and a new one 
begun. 

Its worldwide significance is emphasized 
by India's initiative in ‘demanding. United 
Nations’ investigation of the Netherlands’ 
policy toward Indonesia, and by Pandit 
Nehru’s simultaneous statement that “the 
mere presence of a 
colonial regime or of 
foreign troops in any 
Asian country is an in- 
sult and challenge to 
Asia.” 

The British adminis- 
tration in India had its 
virtues. It usually kept 

civil peace and avoided 
corruption. But it of- 
fended against the prin- 

ciple, enunciated by 
Campbell - Bannerman, 

which expressed British 
liberalism at its best: “Self-govérnment is 
better than good government.” 


Campaign for Freedom 


Primarily under a Congress party which 
owed its inception to a Scotsman, Hume, 
the people of India campaigned for free 
government and self-government. The Mos- 
lem League, created by the ex-Congress- 
man, Mr. Jinnah, had the same object here; 
but it maintained that there are two In- 
dias—Hindu and Moslem—and no basis for 
a single political entity. 


After reforms associated with the names 
of Morley and Minto, Montagu and Chelms- 
ford, and a wearisome series of compro- 
mises, the offer of dominion status, to be 
attained at a time unspecified, was made 
and rejected. 

In 1944, British sympathizers, including 
Aneurin Bevan, various MPs and the writer 
of this article, in a widely circulated mani- 
festo, advocated the fixing of a precise 
date for the termination of the Raj. The 


“Cripps mission was followed by the Cabinet 


mission of Cripps, Pethick Lawrence and 
Alexander, which went so far as a pledge 
that Indian independence would be recog- 
nized. 

The political climate underwent an ab- 
rupt change with the Attlee announcement 
that, under any circumstances, the British 
would leave India jn April, 1948; and with 
the appointment of Lord Mountbatten as 
Viceroy. 


All Flags Unfurled 


The British Empire did not slink out of 
existence ignominously. The ship sailed 
with all canvas set and all flags unfurled, 
amid the good wishes of those on shore. 
The impossible seemed to have happened 
(as it may in Palestine if similar tactics 
are adopted). No sooner had the British 
administration decided to depart than the 
British personally became more popular 
than they had been for decades. 

British statesmanship has done what, 
despite the gloomy prognostications of Mr. 
Churchill and the Tories, many of us had 
always hoped it would do. 

It has “done a South Africa,” as the 
Liberals did half a century ago. It has 
thrust full responsibility into the hands of 
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the still arguing Indians. It has left them 
to consider their national and international 
responsibilities and their difficulties of per- 
sonnel in ‘administration. It has left the 
choice to them. And they have chosen for 
the moment to retain the Commonwealth 
connection. 


It does not follow that this connection 
will be maintained. What stands out is 
that the guarantee to quit India in every 
political sense has been fulfilled. 


If the two governments of the Union of 
India (this seems likely to be the title) and 
of Pakistan choose to keep the Common- 
wealth connection or to hire British per- 
sonnel, it #& their affair. The value of the 
cénnection wil] have to be demonstrated. 


A Miracle in Politics 


The fact that the Indians themselves 
should wish to maintain Lord Mountbatten 
as the first head of the new independent 
Union of India must appear little less than 
a miracle to anyone who recalls the * 
tion of 10 years ago, 


Indeed, the whole achievement ts a feather 
in the cap of the Labor Government, and 
helps to offset its growing domestic diffi- 
culties. As Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
said to your correspondent: “This decision 
has not only increased British popularity 
in India, but has raised British prestige 
throughout the whole of the East.” 


It would be inappropriate to write any- 
thing on the closing of one great chapter 
in Indian history, and the opening of an- 
other, without a tribute to the Mahatma. 
Much, very much, in the present solution 
is due to the personality of “Dick” Mount- 
batten. Much is due to the principle and 
pertinacity of Prime Minister Attlee. 


Britain has washed its hands clean of 
the main stain of imperialism. Let the 
Russian reactionaries consider it. 


But the chief prize must still be given 
to the odd, infuriating, obstinate, charitable 
little man, who is India’s leader and the 
world’s saint, who despite all the evidence 
of the “facts” and all the pressure of the 
“realists,” has consistently preached non- 
violence. Thereby Gandhi has made an 
almost bloodless revolution possible.

Between Book Ends 


German Hero (Self-Made) 


TO THE BITTER END, Hens Bernd Gisevies, 
(Houghton Mifflin Co., tg ) 


Franklin L. Ford in Saturday Review

“To the Bitter End” is not intended as 
a history of the Third Reich. Part One 
is priniarily a discussion of clashes among 
officials and departments during the first 
years of Nazi consolidation. 

Part Two concentrates on the roles of 
army men and civil servants in the at- 
tempt to assassinate Hitler. The author is 
too preoccupied with the friction between 
old-line officials and Nazi parvenus to have 
time for any other aspect of the period. 

He describes himself as of the Right 
and an opponent of Weimar. His career 
under Hitler, as he recounts it, was one of 
anti-Nazi agitation, carried on while he 
passed from one position to another: 
Gestapo lawyer, police administrator, bus 
ness man, and finally intelligence agent, 

— . * ’ 

But we are told little concerning his ac- 
tivities under the republic beyond the fact 
that in 1933 they recommended him 
strongly to Goering’s notorious deputy, 
Ludwig Grauert, With regard to his later 


views, we are confronted with the difficulty — 


of reconciling the statement made by Jus- 
tice Jackson, that Mr. Gisevius was “the 
one representative of democratic forces in 
Germany to take this stand,” with a much 
less publicized item. . 

This latter excerpt quotes the witness as 
having testified that in 1939 “he and his 
group agreed with Hitler's aims but dis- 
agreed, with his methods.” The quotation 
concludes: 

Jackson: “Then according to your view, 
too, Germany ought to have the rest of 
the world; but you wanted to achieve this 
by peaceful means?” Gisevius: Tes.“ 

Mr. Gisevius unquestionably possessed the 
boldness and wit necessary for the dan- 
gerous game he played. Nevertheless, the 
role which he has assigned himself appears 
exaggerated. The same collateral sources 
which vouch for his participation in the 
conspiracy agree in describing it as chiefly 
that of a messenger and observer. 

«. « 

It might be possible to overlook the. 
author’s admiring recollections of his own 
role if he had been content merely with 
dramatic narration. The fast-moving chap- 
ters on the Reichstag fire, the 1934 blood 
purge, and similar incidents reveal at its 
best the trained criminologist’s gift. 

Unfortunately, he has also set out to in- 
terpret recent German history in the light 
of his own predilections. The result is a 
treatment of Nazism as a simple variant of 
Marxian Socialism, while his discussion of 
the Weimar Republic and why it fell is 
twisted analysis in the tradition of Hayek. 

“To the Bitter End” fails to explain anti- 
Nazism as a faith for @hich men died. Its 
author is a clever conspirator, but never 
more than that,

In this 
capacity, plus his control of the 
Mosiem League, Jinnah becomes 
head of the greatest and richest 
Moslem state—150,000,000 people— 
with commensurate influence on 
the Arabian world. On Aug. 12 he 
was proclaimed “Caid-el-Azam,” 
“Great Leader —or Fuehrer. 

Not all of India is absorbed in 
the India Union or Pakistan. 
Though the British recommended 
‘that the princely states align with 
one or the other of the great en- 
tities; Kashmir, Hyderabad, and 
Bhopal have declared indepedence.

Concentrated Power. 


A study of the two provisional 
eabinets reveals great concentra- 
tions of power. Nine persons hold

Will “democratic” governments 
develop? That depends on defi- 
nitions, The concept of “democ- 
racy” generally accepted since the 
American Revolution was of strict 
division of powers, protection of

Pe A masses,“ they centralize instead 


of diffusing power, rule by major- 
ities obtained in police-controlled 
plebiscites, accord no rights to 
minorities, and resérve none to the 
individual citizen. 


Tyranny of Demagogues. 


By classical definition and 
analogy they are tyrannies by 
mass-seducing demogogues. 


It is not written in history nor 
destiny that men may not be 
worse oppressed by kin and kind 
than by strangers. In Pakistan 
enlightened Moslem elements at- 
tracted to their Hindu brethren 
are steam-rollered by Moslem 
chauvinists. In the struggles for 
national self-government the very 
idea of self-government undergoes 
strange metamorphoses. Nations 
may be “free” and their people 
enslaved. 

In Britain itself, birthplace of 
political liberty and personal free- 
dom, a struggle threatens the 
basis of British society. 


“Inevitable Corruption.” 


A government with a huge but 
normally transitory majority—ob- 
tained by a largely accidental coa- 
lition of opinion against a Pre- 
vious wartime regime—has voted 
itself extraordinary powers, refus- 
ing the right of the minority even 
to inquire into their specific pur- 
poses. 

If the government so desires, it 


can—under these powers — liqui- 


date whole economic classes with- 
out due process of law, establish 
workers’ serfdom, and alter basic 


institutions. Though British pub- 
lic opinion still functions and the 


natural moderation of the British 


mind may counsel restraint, never- 


theless the words of Lord Acton} 
about the inevitable corruption 
engendered by absolute power 
come forcibly to mind. 

Lord Acton and liberty will be 
rediscovered as the wheel turns. 
But in how long, no mind can 
foresee or foretell.

PRODUCERS FAVOR

They Vote to Accept Con- 
tract Clause to Help Negroes 
Enter Theaters. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15 (AP)— 
The League of New York Theaters 
voted yesterday to accept a con- 
tract clause proposed by Actors’ 
Equity which would permit actors 


to refuse to appear in plays in 
Washington (D. C.) theaters 
where Negroes were excluded from 
the audience. 

The vote was taken at a closed 
meeting attended by 46 of the 
league's 126 members. Attend- 
ance of 42 members constitutes a 
quorum, The league is composed 
of producing’ gompanies whose 
shows travel throughout the coun- 
try. 

James F. Reilly, executive direc- 
tor of the league, said “a majority 
of the membership present” voted 
to accept the clause “as a reason- 
able one.” 

Reilly said the clause would be 
contained in the next agreement 
between the league and Equity, 
which will succeed the current 
agreement expiring Aug. 31, but 
said the clause would not be ef- 
fective until Aug. 1, 1948 to give 
theaters involved adequate time 
to effect a change of policy. 

He said the committee. negoti- 
ating the new contract had been 
instructed to accept the clause. 
Other factors in the contract still 
remain “to be cleared up,” he 
said. He identified the “other 
factors”. as wages and working 
conditions. 

Marcus Heiman, president of the 
E Street Theater Corp., operator 
of the National Theater in Wash- 
ington, which bars Negroes, said 
when informed of the league’s 
vote, “If the National Theater 
cannot get any plays on account 
of actors, etc., they will eliminate 
playing legitimate attractions.”

CLOUD DISCOVERED 10 TIMES 
AS LARGE AS SOLAR SYSTEM 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15 (UP) — Dr. 
Otto Struve, University of Chicago 
astronomer, said today he had 
discovered a cloud 10 times the 
diameter of the solar system 
which he believes consists of 
microscopically small solid parti- 
cles comparable to meteors or 
shooting stars. Struve said the 
cloud, surrounding the double star 
Antares, apparently is not gaseous, 
because its light comes entirely 
from iron atoms. 
The discovery was made by 
Struve with the 82-inch reflecting 
telescope at McDonald observa- 
3 at the University of Texas. 
riting about his observations 
in Science magazine, Struve said 
he .believed the faint blue star 
and the bright star in Antares,

Enrollments for the fall semester 
at St. Louis and Washington uni- 
versities have been completed with 
thousands of applicants, Many of 
them veterans, turned away. Reg- 
istration at both institutions was 
“frozen” last March when it be- 
came apparent that applications 
would far exceed vacancies. In 
some of the professional schools 
the registration books were closed 
shortly afterwards. 

The Rev. Paul C. Reinert, dean 
of admissions at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, estimated that about 1600 
new students were accepted for 
the term beginning Sept. 17. Three- 
fourths of them are veterans. 
Father Reinert said that about 
10,000 applicants could not be ac- 
commodated. The medical school 
alone, he added, with a quota of 
about 110 turned away 2000. 

The total enrollment at St. Louis 
University is 12,000, representing 
4000 more than the peak enroll- 
ment prior to World War II. At 
Washington University, the enroll- 
ment will be 18,000, approximately 
the same as last year’s. 

William G. Bowling, dean of ad- 
missions at Washington Univer- 
sity, said that after 1300 new stu- 
dents had been accepted no more 
could be accommodated. Statistics 
were not kept of the number of 
applicants after the registration 
books were closed, he added, but 
estimated that they ran “into the 
thousands.” Washington Univer- 
sity’s classes begin Sept. 22.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 15 (AP) 
—Wnen Miss Gladys L. Groves of 
London, England, arrived in Louis- 
ville she was midway in her own 
private “international friendship 
pilgrimage.” 

She is making a 20,000-mile tour 
of the United States to visit each 
of the 17 former American soldiers 
who made her house near Lon- 
don's Hendon Airdrome their “sec- 
ond home” during the war. 

She calls them “my Americans” 
usually, sometimes my boys, but 
never “Yankees.” “I just don't 
like the word and never use it,” 
she explains. 

In Louisville she has been visit- 
ing Union B. Webb Jr., who was 
stationed at the United States 
Army Weather Bureau at Hendon. 

Asked how she came to under- 
take her rather ambitious project, 
Miss Groves smiled. 

“Well,” she said, “the boys al- 
ways talked about their ‘wonder- 
ful’ country and told me I ought 
to see it. I told them then that 
I intended to come and see them 
all. 

“IT never had known any Ameri- 
cans before I met these boys. It 
sounds awful to say it, but it took 
a war to make me know the 


American people. Not one of my 
17 has failed to remember me and 
invite me to visit him.“ 

Her series of reunions already 
has taken her from New York to 
Detroit, Chicago, Milwaukee and 
Madison, Wis., with a dip as far 
south as Tennessee and North 
Carolina, After a week or 10 days 
here she is scheduled to visit in 
Shreveport, La., and New Orleans, 
up to Memphis, then back to the 
East Coast, with stops in Mary- 
land, New York and Boston. 

Miss Groves first met “her 
Americans” when she rented 
rooms to a few American officers 
who could find no accommoda- 
tions at Hendon. Later, she invited 
them to bring their friends in for 
meals or to spend a free evening. 
Soon the group began to make her 
home their headquarters. 

Perhaps the happiest feature of 
her American trip, next to seeing 
her “boys,” has been the food. All 
foods, she reminds her hosts, still 
are rationed in England—one egg 
a month, two ounces of butter, two 
ounces of cooking fat and 12 
ounces of meat a week, other foods 
in proportion. She says she has 


gained 26 pounds in about seven 
weeks.

In its 40-year rule of Korea, 
Japan integrated its economy 
into that of Manchuria and Japan 
and made it self-sufficient. It 
would not be easy to make South 
Korea self-sufficient under pres- 
ent conditions.

We have established an Interim 
Legislative Assembly of 90 mem- 
bers.

éé ADIO DAILY’S” annual “Shows of To- 
R morrow” issue reveals a few miner new 
trends, though nothing either to worry 
about or to rejoice over greatly. In this bulky 
issue, it is custom- 
ary to stir up net- 
work vice presi- 
dents and other 
deep thinkers of 
the industry to go 
on record on .the 
question: ‘Whither 
radio? What's go- 
ing up, what's 
coming down; 
what, in short, is 
new? Generally 
these essays prove 
only that nothing 
much is new and 
the vice presidents 
devote most of the 
space to a spirited 
defense of the status quo. 


This year’s edition is pleasantly though not 
sweepingly different. As a new departure, the 
“Radio Daily” editors polled 636 program direc- 
tors on their program preferences. “What types 
of programs,” the directors were asked, “bring 
out the greatest listening audience?” The answers 
are not entirely what you'd expect. Music was 
‘way out front as the choice of 363 program direc- 
tors, or more than half of them, and news took 
second place. The latter poll upsets the notion 
that interest in news program has diminished 
since the war. Also, it's rather curious to find 
music so popular, since no musical program ever 
climbed very far in the Hooper polls.

the affair. There is never more than a hint of melancholy, 
only a faint dash of turmoil and fear and anguish in the face 
of a slowly approaching death. Thomas Mann once wrote a 
penetrating philosophical novel on a group of people awaiting 
death in a Swiss sanatorium such as this, but this is guilty 
of nothing more profound than the pianist’s indecision be- 
tween two loves. The patient’s annoyance over having to give 
up cigarettes stands out much more sharply than her thoughts 
on her fate. In other words, though a tender love story, it's 
superficial. ;

THE “TOUCHSTONE” OF A 
MATTER. 
HEN we speak of something 
being the touchstone of a 
matter we make the word 
into a metaphor. 

The original touchstone was an 
actual stone—for those who want 
the whole story, “a variety of ex- 
fremely compact silicious schist, 
almost as close as flint.” It was 
called the “touchstone” because of 
the ‘way it was used in conjunc- 
tion with touch-needles for deter- 


mining the quality of gold and 
silver, The precious metals when 
rubbed against the touchstone 
leave a streak which indicates 
their purity. : 

It is easily understandable then, 
how this word found its way into 
common speech in the figurative 
sense for any test or criterion by 
which the qualities of things are 
measured. The thing evaluated 
may be an actual substance, like 
the gold and silver, or an abstract 
quality, There is, for instance, 
the expression “the touchstone of 
common-honesty.” It might be 2 
sense of responsibility that is 
alluded to,.or scrupulousness with 
paying debts, but always it is 
something that tests or measures, 
as the literal touchstone measures 
the purity of gold. 

The original touchstone is also 
called the lydian stone.

Make sure when you buy 
that the fruit was hand picked. 

Peaches with bruises from rough 
handling soon discolor and start 
rotting, and they are wasty and 
can never be prepared to produce 
shapely attractive slices. And the 
finest flavored peaches are those 
that are practically ripened on 
the trees. Fruit picked while atill 
green and hard, which has been 
the practice in many communities 
these past few years, just won't 
ripen into fine flavor and won't 
produce that luscious thick juice 
as fruit that is left to ripen on 
the trees. Have all your canning 
paraphernalia ready before buy- 
ing fruit, and once the fruit is 
bought, sail into the job because 
peaches are one of the most per- 
ishable of all fruits. 

Canning Peaches. 

Suggested varieties: Freestone, 
J. H. Hale, South Haven, Hale 
Haven, Elbertas, Clingstone and 
Heath. 

Scald freestone peaches in boil- 
ing water thirty seconds or till 
skins slip easily. Dip in cold water 
Slip off skins. Cut in halves, re- 
move pits. Clingstone peaches 
should be peeled rather than scald- 
ed. To remove pit, cut around 


peach thoroughly to pit. Then 


holding the knife at a slant, follow 
the top of the pit cutting the top 
half of the peach free. Turn other 
half over and repeat. Place enough 
peaches for a quart in a sauce- 
pan. Add one-half cup sugar and 
one cup water, Heat to boiling 
and simmer till hot through (four 
to six minutes). Pack (not com- 
pactly) hollow side down in hot 
jars. Cover with boiling juice to 
within one-half inch of top of 
jars. Seal and process. Pints— 
twenty minutes. Quarts—twenty 
minutes. Two to two and one-half 
pounds peaches makes one quart. 
One bushel makes sixteen to twen- 
ty-two quarts.
